on  the  same  occasion  ; and  I hav'e  to  request  that  you 
Avill  cause  both  documents  to  be  immediately  pub- 
lished throughout  the  Colony  under  your  Gov'ern- 
ment,  and  that  you  Avill  not  fail  to  conform  to  Her 
Majesty’s  Commands.

A PROCLAMATION. 

VICTORIA,  R. 

WHEREA.S  VYe  are  happily  at  peace  Avith  all 
.Sovereigns,  Powers,  and  States  ; 

And  whereas  a state  of  Avar  unhappily  exists  betAveen 
His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  China  and  His  Majesty 
the  Emperor  of  Japan,  and  betAveen  their  respective 
subjects  and  others  inhabiting  Avithin  their  countries, 
territories,  or  dominions  ; 

And  Avhereas  We  are  on  terms  of  friendship  and 
amicable  intercourse  with  each  of  these  States,  and 
Avith  their  subjects  and  others  inliabiting  Avithiu  their 
countries,  territories,  or  dominions  ; 

And  Avhereas  great  numbers  of  Our  loyal  subjects 
reside  and  carry  on  commerce,  and  possess  property 
and  establisliments,  and  enjoy  various  rights  and 
privileges,  AA'ithin  the  territory  of  each  of  the  aforesaid 
.States,  protected  by  the  faith  of  Treaties  betAveen  Us 
and  each  of  the  aforesaid  States  ; 

And  whereas  We,  being  desirous  of  preserving  to 
Our  subjects  the  blessings  of  peace  which  they  noAV 
hiippily  enjoy,  are  firmly  purposed  and  determined  to 
maintain  a strict  and  impartial  neutrality  in  the  said 
state  of  Avar  unhappily  existing  betAveen  the  aforesaid 
States  ; 

We  therefore  have  thought  fit,  by  and  Avith  the 
adv'ice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal 
Proclamation ; 

And  We  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all 
Our  loving  subjects  to  govern  tbemselves  accordingly, 
and  to  observe  a strict  neutrality  in  and  during  the 
aforesaid  Avar,  and  to  abstain  from  violating  or  con- 
travening either  the  LaAvs  and  .Statutes  of  the  realm 
in  this  behalf,  or  the  Luav  of  nations  in  relation 
thereto,  as  they  Avill  ansAver  to  the  contrary  at  their 
peril ; 
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Ami  whorwis  in  iiml  liy  a cnrtidii  Statute  made  and 
])assed  in  a Session  of  rarliament  holden  in  tlie  ddrd 
and  ;Uth  year  of  Our  rei^'ii,  intituled  “An  Act  to 
regulate  the  eoiiduct  of  Her  Alajesty’s  .subjects  during 
the  existeneo  of  Hostilities  hetween  foreign  States 
Mith  ^vhich  Her  Majesty  is  at  peace,”  it  is,  amongst 
othei-  things,  declared  and  enacted  as  follows  : — 

“This  Act  shall  exteml  to  all  the  dominions  of  Her 
Majesty,  including  the  adjacent  territorial  waters. 

“ EnU.stmtnt. 

“If  any  person,  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty, 
being  a British  subjeet,  within  or  without  Her  Majesty’s 
tlominions,  acce[)ts  or  agrees  to  accept  any  commission 
or  engagement,  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  anj^ 
foreign  State  at  war  with  any  foreign  State  at  peace 
with  Her  Majesty,  and  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  a 
friendly  State,  or,  whether  a British  subject  or  not, 
within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  induces  any  other 
person  to  accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  commission  or 
engagement  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any 
such  foreign  state  as  aforesaid — 

“ He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
and  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonuient,  or 
either  of  such  punishments,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ; and 
imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  he  either  with  or 
without  hard  labour. 

“If  any  person,  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty, 
being  a British  subject,  quits  or  goes  on  board  any  ship 
with  a view  of  quitting  Her  Majesty’s  dominions, 
with  intent  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement 
in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State,  at 
war  with  a friendly  State,  or,  whether  a British  subject 
or  not,  within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  induces  any 
other  person  to  quit  or  to  go  on  board  any  ship  with 
a view  of  quitting  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  with  the 
like  intent, — 

“ He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
and  shall  be  punishable  by  hue  and  imprisonment,  or 
either  of  such  punishments,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ; and 
imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  hard  labour. 

“If  any  person  induces  any  other  person  to  quit 
Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  or  to  embark  on  any  ship 
within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  under  a misrepresen- 
tation or  false  representation  of  the  service  in  which 
such  person  is  to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent  or  in  order 
that  such  penson  may  accept  or  agree  to  accept  any 
commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  a friendly 
, State, — 

“He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
and  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
either  of  such  punishments,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ; and 
imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  hard  labour. 

“If  the  master  or  owner  of  any  ship  without  the 
license  of  Her  Majesty  knowingly  either  takes  on 
board,  or  engages  to  take  on  board,  or  has  on  hoard 
such  ship  within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  any  of  the 
following  persons,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  illegally 
enlisted  persons,  that  is  to  say  : — 

“(1.)  Any  person  who,  being  a British  sirbject, 
within  or  without  the  dominions  of  Her  Majest}’,  has, 
without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty,  accepted  or  agreed 
to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  any 
friendly  State  : 

“(2.)  Any  person,  being  a British  subject  who, 
without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty,  is  about  to  quit 
Her  Majesty’s  dominions  with  intent  to  accept  any 
commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  a friendly 
■ State  : 

“ (3.)  Any  person  who  has  been  induced  to  embark 
under  a misrepresentation  or  false  re])resentation  of 
the  service  in  which  such  person  is  to  be  engaged, 
with  the  intent  or  in  order  that  such  person  may 
accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  commission  or  engage- 
ment in  the  militai’y  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign 
State  at  war  with  a friendly  State  : 

“ Such  master  or  owner  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence 
against  this  Act,  and  the  following  consequences  shall 
ensue,  that  is  to  say  : — 

“ (1.)  The  offender  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and 
imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  offender  is 
convicted  ; and  imprisonment,  if  atvarded,  may  be 
either  with  or  wdthout  hard  labour  ; and 


“(2.)  Such  shi[)  shall  ))o  detained  until  the  trial  and 
conviction,  or  acquittal  of  f ho  master  or  owiuu',  and 
until  all  ptmaltics  inllictcd  on  the  master  oi'  owner 
have  been  paid,  or  the  master  oi-  owner  has  given 
security  for  the  payment  of  such  jienalties  to  the  s;itis- 
faction  of  t wo  .1  iistices  of  the  I’eace,  or  othei'  Magis- 
trate OI  Magistrates  having  the  authority  of  two 
.lusticesof  the  I’eace;  and 

“(3.)  All  illegally  enlisted  jiersons  shall,  immediately 
on  the  discovery  of  the  offence,  be  taken  on  shore, 
and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  return  to  the  shij).

“If  any  person  within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions, 
without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty,  does  any  of  the 
following  acts,  that  is  to  say  : 

(1.)  Builds,  or  agrees  to  build,  or  causes  to  be  built, 
any  shi]i  with  intent  or  knowledge,  or  having  reason- 
able cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall  or  will  be 
enqiloyed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any 
foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly  State  ; or 
“(2.)  Issues  or  delivers  any  eommission  for  any 
ship  with  intent  or  knowledge,  or  having  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall  or  will  be  employed 
in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State 
at  war  with  any  friendly  State  ; or 

“ (3.)  Kquips  any  ship  with  intent  or  kno'W'ledge,  or 
having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall 
or  will  be  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service 
of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly  State  ; 
or 

“ (4. ) Dispatches,  or  causes  or  allows  to  be  disjiatched 
any  ship  with  intent  or  knowledge,  or  having  reason- 
able cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall  or  will  be 
employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any 
foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly  State  : 

“ Such  iierson  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed 
an  offence  against  this  Act,  and  the  folloxving  con- 
sequences shall  ensue  : — 

“(1.)  The  offender  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and 
imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  offender  is 
convicted  ; and  imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be 
either  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

‘ ‘ (2. ) The  ship  in  respect  of  which  any  such  ofl'ence 
is  committed,  and  her  equijnnent  shall  be  forfeited  to 
Her  Majesty  : 

“Provided,  that  a person  building,  causing  to  be 
built,  or  equipping  a ship  in  any  of  the  cases  aforesaid, 
in  pursuance  of  a contract  made  before  the  commence- 
ment of  such  war  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  liable  to 
any  of  the  penalties  imposed  by  this  section  in  respect 
of  such  building  or  equipping,  if  he  satisfies  the  con- 
ditions following,  that  is  to  say  : 

“(1.)  If  forthwith  upon  a Proclamation  of  Neu- 
trality being  issued  by  Her  Majesty  he  gives  notice  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  that  ho  is  so  building,  causing 
to  be  built,  or  equipping  such  ship,  and  furnishes  such 
particulars  of  the  contract  and  of  any  matters  relating 
to,  or  done,  or  to  be  done  under  the  contract  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  State  : 

“(2.)  If  he  gives  such  security,  and  takes  and  per- 
mits to  be  taken  such  other  measures,  if  any,  as  the 
Secretary  of  State  may  prescribe  for  insuring  that 
such  ship  shall  not  be  dispatched,  delivered,  or 
removed  wdthout  the  license  of  Her  Majesty  until  the 
determination  of  such  war  as  aforesaid. 

“ Where  any  ship  is  built  by  order  of  or  on  behalf 
of  any  foreign  State  when  at  war  with  a friendly 
State,  or  is  delivered  to  or  to  the  order  of  such  foreign 
State,  or  any  person  who  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
person  building  is  an  agent  of  such  foreign  State,  or  is 
paid  for  by  such  foreign  State  or  such  agent,  and  is 
employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  such 
foreign  State,  such  ship  shall,  until  the  contrary  is 
proved,  be  deemed  to  have  been  built  with  a view  to 
being  so  employed,  and  the  burden  shall  lie  on  the 
builder  of  such  ship  of  proving  that  he  did  not  know 
that  the  shiii  was  intended  to  be  so  employed  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  such  foreign  State. 

“If  any  person  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty, 
and  without  the  license  of  Her  .Majesty, — 

“By  adding  to  the  number  of  the  guns,  or  by 
changing  those  on  board  for  other  guns,  or  liy  the 
addition  of  any  equipment  for  war,  increases  or 
augments,  or  procures  to  be  increased  or  augmented, 
or  is  knowingly  concerned  in  increasing  or  augmenting 
the  warlike  force  of  any  ship  which  at  the  time  of  her 
being  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  was  a ship 
in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State 
at  war  with  any  friendly  State, — 

“ Such  person  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
this  Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and  imprison- 
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ment,  or  either  of  such  punisliments,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Court  before  which  the  ofifender  is  convicted  ; 
and  imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  hard  labour. 

“ If  any  person  within  the  limits  of  Her  Majest3*’s 
dominions,  and  without  the  license  of  Her  Majestj’ — 

“ Prepares  or  tits  out  any  naval  or  ndbtary  e.xpedition 
to  proceed  against  the  dominions  of  any  friendly 
State,  the  following  consetptences  shall  ensue  ; — 

“(1-)  Every  person  engaged  in  such  preparation  or 
fitting  out,  or  assisting  therein,  or  employed  in  any 
capacity  in  such  expedition,  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by 
fine  and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  offender 
is  convicted  ; and  imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be 
either  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

“(2.)  All  ships  and  their  equipments,  and  all  arms 
and  munitions  of  war,  used  in  or  forming  part  of  such 
expedition,  shall  be  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty. 

“Any  person  who  aids,  abets,  counsels,  or  procures 
the  commission  of  any  offence  against  this  Act  shall 
be  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  as  a principal 
offender.  ” 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  is  further  pi’ovided 
that  ships  built,  commissioned,  equipped,  or  dispatched 
in  contravention  of  the  said  Act  maj-  be  condemned 
and  forfeited  by  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty: 
and  that  if  the  Secretary  of  State  or  chief  executive 
authority  is  satisfied  that  there  is  a reasonable  and 
probable  cause  for  believing  that  a ship  within  Our 
dominions  has  been  or  is  being  built,  commissioned,  or 
equipped  contrary  to  the  said  Act,  and  is  about  to  be 
taken  beyond  the  limits  of  such  dominions,  or  that  a 
ship  is  about  to  be  dispatched  contrary  to  the  Act, 
such  Secretary  of  State,  or  chief  executive  authority, 
shall  have  power  to  issue  a warrant  authorizing  the 
seizure  and  search  of  such  ship  and  her  detention 
until  she  has  been  either  condemned  or  released  by 
process  of  law : And  whereas  certain  powers  of  seizure 
and  detention  are  conferred  by  the  said  Act  on  certain 
local  authorities  : 

Now,  in  order  that  none  of  Our  subjects  may 
unwarilj’  render  themselves  lialile  to  the  penalties 
impo.sed  by  the  said  Statute,  We  do  hei-eby  strictly 
command  that  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  do 
commit  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  whatsoever  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Statute,  upon  pain  of  the 
several  penalties  by  the  said  Statute  imposed  and  of 
Our  high  displeasure. 

And  We  do  hereby  warn  and  admonish  all  our 
loving  subjects,  and  all  persons  whatsoever  entitled  to 
Our  jirotection,  to  observe  towards  each  of  the  afore- 
said States,  their  citizens,  subjects,  and  territories,  and 
towards  all  belligerents  whatsoever,  with  whom  we  are 
at  peace,  the  duties  of  neutrality  ; and  to  respect,  in 
all  and  each  of  them,  the  exei-cise  of  those  belligerent 
rights  with  which  We  and  Our  Royal  predecessors 
have  always  claimed  to  exercise. 

And  We  hereby  further  warn  all  Our  loving  subjects, 
and  all  persons  whatsoever  entitled  to  Our  protection, 
that  if  any  of  them  shall  presume  in  contempt  of  this 
Our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  of  Our  high  displeasure, 
to  do  any  acts  in  derogation  of  their  duty  as  subjects 
of  a neutral  Sovereign  in  a war  between  other  States, 
or  in  violation  or  contravention  of  the  law  of  nations 
in  tliat  behalf,  as  more  especially  by  breaking  or 
endeavouring  to  break,  any  blockade  lawfullj'  and

denounced  by  the  law  of  nations  in  that  behalf. 

And  We  do  hereby  give  notice  that  all  Our  subjects 
and  persons  entitled  to  Our  protection  who  may  mis- 
conduct themselves  in  the  premises  will  do  so  at  their 
peril,  and  of  their  own  wrong ; and  that  they  will  in 
nowise  obtain  any  ])rotcction  from  Us  against  such 
capture,  or  such  penalties  as  aforesaid,  but  will,  on  the 
contrary,  incur  Our  high  dis])leasure  by  such  mis- 
conduct.

My  Lord, — Her  Majesty  being  fully  determined  to 
observe  the  duties  of  neutrality  during  the  existing 
state  of  war  between  the  Emperor  of  China  and  the 
Emperor  of  .Japan,  and  being  moreover  resolved  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  u.se  of  Her  Majesty’s 
harbours,  ports,  and  coasts,  and  the  watei'S  within  Her 
^lajesty’s  territorial  jurisdiction,  in  aid  of  the  warlike 
purposes  of  either  belligerent,  has  commanded  me  to 
communicate  to  Your  Lordship,  for  your  guidance, 
the  folhuving  rules,  which  are  to  be  treated  and 
enforced  as  Her  Majesty’s  orders  and  directions  : — 

Her  Majesty  is  pleased  further  to  command  that 
these  rules  shall  be  put  in  force  in  the  United  King- 
dom, the  Isle  of  Man,  and  the  Channel  Islands,  on  and 
after  the  12th  day  of  this  month,  and  in  Her  Majesty’s 
territories  and  possessions  beyond  the  seas,  six  days 
after  the  day  when  the  Governor,  or  other  chief 
authority  of  each  of  such  territories  or  possessions, 
respectively,  shall  have  notified  and  published  the 
same  ; stating  in  such  Notification  that  the  said  rules 
are  to  be  obej'ed  by  all  persons  within  the  same  terri- 
tories and  possessions. 

1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  present  state  of 
war,  all  ships  of  war  of  either  belligerent  are  pro- 
hibited from  making  use  of  any  port  or  roadstead  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  the  Channel 
Islands,  or  in  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  colonies  or  foreign 
possessions  or  dependencies,  or  of  any  waters  subject 
to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British  Crown,  as 
a station,  or  jilace  of  resort,  for  any  warlike  purpose, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  any  facilities  for  war- 
like equipment ; and  no  ship  of  war  of  either  bel- 
ligerent shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  sail  out  of  or 
leave  any  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  subject  to  British 
jurisdiction,  from  which  any  vessel  of  the  other  bel- 
ligerent (whether  the  same  shall  be  a ship  of  war  or  a 
merchant  ship)  sliall  have  previously  departed,  until 
after  the  expiration  of  at  least  twenty-four  hours  from 
the  departure  of  such  last-mentioned  vessel  beyond  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty. 

2.  If  any  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall, 
after  the  time  when  this  Order  shall  be  first  notified 
and  put  in  force  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of 
Man,  and  the  Channel  Islands,  and  in  the  several 
colonies  and  foreign  possessions  and  dependencies  of 
Her  Majesty,  respectivelj^,  enter  any  port,  roadstead, 
or  waters  belonging  to  Her  Majestjq  either  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  the  Channel 
Islands,  or  in  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  colonies  or  foreign 
possessions  or  dependencies,  such  vessel  shall  be 
required  to  depart  and  to  put  to  sea  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  her  entrance  into  such  port,  road- 
stead, or  waters,  except  in  case  of  stress  of  weather,  or 
of  her  requiring  provisions  or  things  necessary  for  the 
subsistence  of  her  crew,  or  repairs;  in  either  of  which 
cases  the  authorities  of  the  port,  or  of  the  nearest 
port  (as  the  case  nia\'  be),  shall  require  her  to  put  to 
sea  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  such 
period  of  twenty-four  hours,  without  permitting  her 
to  take  in  supplies  beyond  what  may  be  necessary  for 
her  immediate  use;  and  no  such  vessel  which  ma3Giave 
been  allowed  to  remain  within  British  waters  for  the 
purpose  of  repair  shall  continue  in  any  such  port,  road- 
stead, or  w'aters,  for  a longer  period  than  twenty-four 
hours  after  her  necessaiy  repairs  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted. Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  all  cases  in 
which  there  shall  be  any  vessel  (whether  ships  of  war 
or  merchant  ships)  of  the  said  belligerent  parties  in  the 
same  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  within  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  Her  Alajesty,  there  shall  be  an  interv.al 
of  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  betu'een  the 
departure  therefrom  of  any  such  vessel  (whether  ship 
of  war  or  merchant  ship)  of  the  one  belligerent,  and 
the  subseipient  departure  therefrom  of  any  ship  of  war 
of  the  other  belligerent  ; and  the  time  hereby  limited 
for  the  departure  of  such  ships  of  war  respectively 
shall  always,  in  case  of  necessity,  be  extended  so  far 
as  may  be  requisite  for  giving  effect  to  this  proviso, 
but  no  further  or  otherwise. 

3.  No  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  here- 
after be  permitted,  while  in  any  ]iort,  roadstead,  or 
waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her 
Majesty,  to  take  in  any  supplies,  except  provisions  and 
such  other  things  as  ma3'  be  requisite  for  the  subsist- 
ence of  her  crew,  and  except  so  much  coal  only  as 
may  be  sufficient  to  carry  such  vessel  to  the  nearest 
port  of  her  own  country,  or  to  some  ne.arer  destination, 
and  no  coal  shall  again  be  supplied  to  any  such  ship 
of  war  in  the  same  or  any  other  port,  roadstead,  or 
waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her 
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iMaje.sty,  without  special  permission,  until  after  the 
exjiiration  of  three  months  from  the  time  when  such 
coal  nmj'  have  been  last  supplied  to  her  within  llritish 
waters  as  aforesaid. 

4.  Armed  ships  of  either  party  are  interdicted  from 
carrying  prizes  made  hy  them  into  the  ports,  harbours, 
roadsteads,  or  waters  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
Isle  of  Man,  the  Channel  Islands,  or  any  of  Her 
Majesty’s  colonies  or  possessions  abroad.

PRIVATE  BILLS, 


Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to- 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
ivay.  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  ivhat- 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  wdiich  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act,— shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
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application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  cf  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  publislied  as  follows ; — 

In  the  BRiTi.snCoLUMBi.\G.A.ZKTTK,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  tliere  be 
no  newspaper  published  thei-ein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  tlie  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
tlie  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

(iO.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  mamier,  give  notice  of  the  I'ates 
whicli  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  pi'ivilege, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
draw-bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  l)e  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills : — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  inti’oduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  he  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  jjrovisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  The  expenses  and  costs  attending  on  Private 
Bills  giving  any  exclusive  privilege,  or  for  any  object 
of  profit,  or  private,  corporate,  or  individual  advantage; 
•or  for  amending,  extending,  or  enlarging  any  former 
Acts,  in  such  manner  as  to  confer  additional  powers, 
ought  not  to  fall  on  the  public ; accordingly,  the 
parties  seeking  to  obtain  a Private  Bill  shall  pay  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
before  the  first  reading  thereof;  and  an  additional 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  thereof.  And  no  such  Bill  shall  be 
read  a first  time,  or  committed  after  second  reading, 
until  the  fees  payable  on  the  first  or  second  reading 
respectively  are  paid  to  the  Clerk,  and  all  such  Bills 
shall  be  prepared  by  the  parties  applying  for  the 
same,  and  printed  in  small  pica  type,  twenty-six  ems 
by  fifty  ems,  on  good  jaiper,  in  Imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  lOJ  inches  by  7i 
inches,  and  100  copies  thereof  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  re-printed  by 
the  promoters  thereof.
